■ ■" Tho Drydock. 



The hint convoyed through the tiov- 
ernment organ a few days since of the 
intention of the C!overnnient to build 
the drydock by day's M-ork has had an 
eftect on the popular mind contrary to 
that which its writer intended. It has 
aroused people to a sense of the danger 
that exists of there being, after tlicsutu 
of §2-19,000 has been spent on coder- 
dam construction, cement, raachinerj, 
eta, no dock at all. They sec that a 
contract once given out for the dock 
will commit tho Province irrevocably 
to the work of construction; whilst the 
proposition to build the dock by day's 
work would commit the Province to 
nothing beyond the money voted for 
expenditure during each fiscal year— 
precisely as the work of dredging Vic- 
toria harbor is carried on. Tho adop- 
tion of the contract system would be a 
suflicient guarantee of tho completion 
of the drydock within a reasonable 
time. The" adoption of the day's work 
system would necessitate a review of 
tho Qevernment policy each session, 
and might some day block the enter 
prise entirely were a Government hos- 
tile to dock construction to attain to 
])0wer. There are two reasons why wo 
are opposed to tho day's work system: 
The lirst is because it would pro\'e the 
slowest and most costly; the second, 
because under it there would be no 
finalitj". The scheme would continually 
croj) up like Banquo's ghost at the feast 
to disturb the equanimity of the House 
and U])setlhe calculations of the Minis- 
try, The Jirliele in the organ to which 
wo allude (and which has created so 
much adverse criticism) is attributed to 
the ma.ster-n)ind of tho Finance Minis- 
ter. It is certainly an idea tliat sheds 
fresh lustre on the mighty intt'Ucet 
of that great fiscal idienomcnon, and is 
in every respect worthy of him, who, 
from lS7-i to 187G, "sowed money 
broadcast" along the banks of tho 
Fraser and retired from office leaving 
a debt of .^OriOjOOO for his successors to 
provide for. In his article the Finance 
^linister informs the country that tho 
engineer's estimate of tho cost of the 
dock is ,$300,000; but he does not ex- 
plain that that estimate was submitted 
on a plan which provided for a woodm 
bottom, which the Admiralty declined 
to accept and stipulated for a atdne 
bottom, and that thereupon a fresh 
estimate was made at a much higher 
figure. Upon the plans thus prepared 
under tho direction of the Admiralty 
the bids recently sent in to this Gov- 
ernment were based. When the House 
meets it will bo seen that several of 
those tenders do not exceed the en- 
gineer's estimate for a dock with a 
stone bottom, and that the statement 
in the organ is untrue. Pursuing the 
question of cost a little further we find 
at liaud proof of the incorrectness of 
the engineer s estimate on at least one 
piece of work connected with dock con- 
struction. On the 19th of July, 1878, 
the engineer was requested to provide 
the Chief Commissioner with an estL- 
mato of the cost of erecting the 
auxiliary pump. Three days subse- 
quently the engineer replied that the 
cost would be $1200 to §1500 During 
last session a statement of expenditure 
and liabilities for graving dock pur- 
poses frem lOtli July, 1872, to 31st 
December, 1878, was submitted to the 
House. (This paper does not appear 
in the Sessional Papers just issued.) 
From that document we learn that the 
actual cost of erecting the auxiliary 
pump hy day's icork was .§3,508.17, an 
increase of more than 250 per cent, 
upon the estimated cost! We now ask 
■ the public whether we are not 
justified in demanding that the Gov- 
ernment shall discard as untrustworthy 
any figures that may be produced as an 
estimate of the cost of the drydock by 
day's work"? In a previous article we 
showed that the plans on which Reed 
Bros, i Co. prepared their bid for the 
cofferdam were so incorrect that they 
had to be discarded; and in the face of 
the figures quoted would the House be 
justified in endorsing any action tho 
Government may take towards giving 
out tho main work by the day? Wo 
think not, especially when it is re- 
membered that the day's work sj-stom 
has been denounced by a resolution of 
the House. 

Every taxpayer in the Province i.s 
deeply interested in the rapid progress 
of the Esquimalt gi-aving-dock. Com- 
pleted at not too great a cost it would 
prove not only 'self-supporting, but 
would yield a fair return for the 
money invested. It is in the interest 
of the country that we now ask the 
Government to hasten to award the 
contract to the lowest respon.siblo lo- 
cal bidders, and to proceed to the work 
of construction on a basis that will 
be satisfactory to the people. Tenders 
that arrived after the local bids were 
received, opened and known cannot be 
entertained, bo they ever so low; be- 
sides, cheapness in the award of public 
contracts of grave import is not always 
a guarantee that tho work will be done 
tho best. If, however, tho Govern- 
ment should persist in the line of poli- 
cy that the ilinister of Finance has 
marked out; if they should disregard the 
solemn injunction of the House; if, for- 
getting the exiiericnce with the auxil- 
liarv iniii)]), iliey should commence 
tho dock-work by the day; we feel sure 
that the Nemesis of public opinion al- 
ready on their track and pressing them 
hard', will overtake and destroy them.

''He had one beautiful daugUter — but 
that is not to the point. 

One afternoon, as Old Eegiriald was 
reading books in his drawing-room, it 
was announced to him that a Common 
Man desired to speak with him. 
! He gave orders that tUe Couimon 
Mpu should be admitted. And ad- 
Vnitted the Common Man was. 

He was a very Coiuiiion Man, in- 
deed, a tall, shambling, ill-looking fellow, 
witli an irresolute manner and shrink- 
ing eye.

'•Well, guv'nor," said the Common

that's it." 

"That's whatl" 

"That's why I'm here. 1 belongs to 
a gang of twelve wot's working these 
parts just now. \Vc cracks cribs by 
turns. It's — it's my turn to-night." 

And the burglar wept like a child. 

"This, I presume, is Remorse,", said 
old Reginald.

A Prosporous Year. 

In his address upon retiring from 
tho Presidency of tho San I'^'ancisco 
Chamber of Conimcrce, flovernor 
Perkins states the value of our o.xjiorts 
of wheat and barlev for the vear just 
ended at very nearly S-20,000;^000. In 
the same year we exported by soa and 
rail about 2,000,000^gallons" of wine, 
average price not stated. We built 
130 vessels, of an aggregate tonnage of 
9200 tons. We e.tportcd hides and 
leather to the amount of .$131,000, 
wool about 7,^^50,000 pounds. Our 
lumber i-eceipts were 212,000,000 feet. 
The receipts of tea aggregated iiearly 
20,000,000 pounds, whereof l.^),092,00b 
came from Japan ami ;"), 88 1,000 from 
China. Our sugar e.xjiorts were 54, 
■100,000, and our coO'ee— mostly from 
Central America — over 12,390,000 
pounds. We shipped away $20,200,000 
of treasure, China taking §9,190,000 
and Great Britain nearly 16,000,000. 
The grain o.vports for tho year exceed- 
ed in value those of any jireceding 
year in the history of tho State. But 
by far the most encouraging item in 
our list of exports of domestic produce 
is that of wine— 2,000,000 gallons- 
equal to 8000 tons. It explains that 
the bad repute into which California 
wines had fallen some years ago, in 
consequence of ignorance in vinicul- 
ture and spurious com])Ounds manu- 
factured here out of other substances 
than graju-s, is passing away at the 
East as tho quality of our wines im- 
proves. This industry is tho one upon 
which we should bestow most atten- 
tion; for it is on viii.ulturo that wo 
depend as tho future dominating in- 
terest of California. With due caro in 
the cultivation of foreign varieties of 
grapes, the selection of lands for vino- 
yards and the manufacture of wines, 
keeping them pure and holding them 
back for ago, it is not extravagant to 
hope that tho child is already born who 
will live to see our wine exports e.t- 
ceed in value those of wheat andjwool.
